1. David was King of Iſrael by the Will of God, 

God had every way qualified and endowed David for 
a Scepter, and whom ſhould he Bleſs and Honour with 
ſo great a Mercy as his own People. David came not 
to the Crown by means of any cunning plots or con- 
trivances; it was neither by Corrupting the Nobility, 
nor Enflaming the Commonalty ; there was no forging 
a Will, nor pretending. a Birth, but he came to the 


Crown by the Appointment, Order, and Will of God, 
as you may read, 1 Sam. 16. 12. and Pſalm 78. 70, 71. 


you find him making his grateful acknowledgment , 
that God took him from the Sheep-Coat, from following 


the Sheep, to make him Ruler over his People: And 


our Apoſtle in the 224. ver. of the Chapter of the Text, 
ſpeaks thus, And when God had removed Saul, he raiſed 


up anto' them David to be their Ring, So that. Saul's 


Dethroning and David's Exalting, came both from the 
ſame Hand. JE! HIS 
2. This expreſſion. David ſerved his Generation, ar- 
gues, That as he was no Uſurper, ſo that he was not- 
Proud and Imperious, but a Mild and Gracivus Prince. 
The Scriptures tell us of the Son of David, though he 


Was a Son, the Son of the Moſt High God, yet that he 


learned Obedience; and our Text aſſures us, that David 
though called of God to be King over. Iſrael, yet ſtudied; 


and learned to ſerve them. N 
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A Sermon occaſion d by the 
He found himſelf ſet over I/rae/, but this Honour 
ſwell'd him not into a forgetfulneſs that God was above 
him, that therefore he might give the better Account to 
God for his Crown and Dignity ; he ſerved his People in 
a Wiſe and Gracious manner. 
I ſee not how Kings can account themſelves Pro- 
prietors or abſolute Maiters of their Kingdoms; not on- 
ly becauſe ſo Good a King as David hath better In- 
ſtructed them, but alſo becauſe it is the property of a 
Maſter to do what he will with his own, being in no 
danger to be called to an Account for ſo doing: But Sub- 
jects are God's Creatures, God's Goods, ſo that, Kings 
cannot uſe them at their own Pleaſure, but by His Will 
whoſe Stewards they have the Honour to be. They 
who will admit of this Conſideration, will ſoon inferr 
that their advancement to Rule and Dominion 1s the 
ſtronger obligation to ſerve him (who hath advanced 
them) by ſerving their Generation. 3 25 
If we may give Credit to the Character David gives 
of himſelf (and why ſhould we not, ſeeing he is by the 
God of Truth owned for a Man after his own Heart.) 
David was a King of a Meek, Humble, and Quiet Spi- 
rit; nay we find him in theſe moſt exemplary, Pal. 
131. 1. and he makes his profeſſion ſo to whom 
he knew to be the ſearcher of Hearts and trier of Reins, 
Lord I am not high minded, He eſteemed not the Ho- 
nour and Happineſs of a Crown to conſiſt in his Prero- 
gatives of making War or Peace at his own Pleaſure, to 
diſpoſe of Rewards and Puniſhments, to Exalt or De- 
baſe, to Kill or keep alive, according to his own Fancy 
and Humour; no but contrariwiſe by his Mild and Gra- 
cious Temper, commended to other Rulers and Princes, 
what in proceſs of time the Son of God Taught more 
plainly. For though he aſſerted, Late 22. 27. That he 
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was born to be a King, yet his Heart and Converſation 


among them was as one that ſerved. 


David ſerved his own Generation: Hereby is not 


, meant, his own particular Houſe or Family only, 
_ crowding honours and profitable places upon them, gi- 


ving them advantages of amaſſing together great Trea- 
ſures, of living Splendidly, or keeping others in Sub- 
jection ; no, but his own Generation here ſignifies. the 
People and Whole Nation of the Jews, and not that 
Nation only, but others alſo: So that hereby is meant, his 
Reign was a Common Bleſſing, he was delitie humani 
generis, all the Men, Women, and Children of that 
Age, whether belonging to Iſrae/ or Aliens, were the 
better for his being King. In ſhort, he fo Reigned that 
it made for the good of all round about him, far and 
near. | » 

3. The third particular obſerved in that expreſſion, 
David ſerved his own Generation according to the Will 
of God) was, that as the good Providence of God called 
David to the Throne, ſo the Will of God Ruled and 
Directed him fitting thereon.
